The national stallion race of $20,000 for 2-year- 
olds, foals of 1896, the nominator of the winner 
to receive $1,0(X), the owner of the second $1,000, 
and the owner of the third $500. 

The Belmont stakes of 1899 will close for foals 
of 1896, September 7, 1896, and for yearlings (foals 
of 1896) Augus t 15. 1897. 

Anacon da’s Great Track. 

April Fool set a new half-mile record over the 
rcular track, 47 seconds, at Butte, Mont., July, 
1 891. A few days later Bill Howard, who holds 
the half-mile heat record 47Vi, 48, ran a half 
mile over the Anaconda track in 48, and it is 
declared he was not all out at that. He is a 
Texas bred horse, by Jack Hardy- Bessie Davis. 
Another record that was in danger the same day 
was the hurdle race record for I 1-8 miles. Three 
Forks, by Spokane— Trifle, covered the distance, 
with 149 pounds up, in 2 :03. The records is held 
by Winslow, a son of Ten Broeck, who ran a 
mile and an eighth over the hurdles at the old 
West Side track (’hicago, in August, 1888, in 
only a quarter of a second faster time, carry- 
ing 138 pounds. From which it appears that 
the Anaconda track is lightning fast, and one 
may look to see some records not only grazed 
but smashed before the Montana season closes.

Ajax’s defeat of Caesarian, and the mile and 
one quarter selling race were the principal fea- 
tures. Only four started in the latter, but it fur- 
nished a royal contest. All four were well played. 
Each owner thought his was the best, conse- 
querdly much interest centered in the result. 
Orinda was the post favorite and looked all 
over a winner three furlongs from home, but 
faltered when the screws were apolied. Cay- 
wood rode Crevasse well and H. W dliams hand- 
led Eagle Bird skillfully. Burrell on Mandolina 
did everything but fall off. Eagle Bird swerved 
a sixteenth out and it near cost him the race. 
But the boy picked him up in time to staff’ off 
Crevasse’s rush. 

The manner in which Ajax galloped away 
from Caesarian took the crowd’s breath away. 
The Harlem Stable's old horse took the track 
shortly after flag fall and the result was never 
in doubt.
